THE VOCAL CHORDS. 

How to Strengthen the Voice and 
Keep It In Good Order. 

Live naturally, avoid alcoholic stim¬ 
ulants, keep the skin clear, breathe 
through the nose, read blank verse 
aloud, speak loudly to a person at a 
distance, speak softly to one near, get 
plenty of sleep, eat figs and mind 
Strain. Go into a large hall with a 
friend. Get him to go as far away as 
he can and talk or sing to him. If 
Binging, be careful your words reach 
him. Don’t take lozenges or any prep¬ 
aration for the voice. Feed carefully 
aud keep your stomach in order. These 
rules are based on 20 years’ public talk 
in the- largest halls and vast private 
teaching. 

Use cold water as a gargle every 
morntng on rising. This acts as a ton¬ 
ic, stimulating and strengthening the 
larynx and contracting the tonsils. 
Habitually breathe through the nose, 
especially when entering or leaving a 
crowded room. I have practiced the 
above simple rules for 12 years, and, 
although I speak six or seven hours 
five days each week, I scarcely ever 
have throat trouble. Sudden hoarse¬ 
ness can be relieved by allowing a 
piece of borax about the size of a pea 
to dissolve In the' mouth. This usually 
restores the voice like magic, and for 
an'hour or two afterward the voice is 
clear. Sniffing sefents or flowers pre¬ 
vious to singing should be avoided. 
Hoarseness due to a cold Is best treat¬ 
ed by a Turkish bath. In the hot air 
chamber the voice becomes clear and 
natural, and, though the hoarseness 
may return, it may be taken as an In¬ 
dication that the bath has done good. 
In chronic cases several baths are nec¬ 
essary to effect a cure.—T. S. O. in Bos¬ 
ton Globe. _

AROUND THE BUSY WORLD. 


The Treasury Department’s 
statement of coinage for April 
shows a total of 13,532,100 pieces, 
valued at $16,974,480. There were 
double eagles worth $12,922,000 and 
silver dollars to the amount of 
$2,922,000. 


Since 1890 the revenue of the 
Postoffice Department has increas¬ 
ed from 97 cents to $1.30 per capita 
of population. 


During the first three months of 
this jear there were hut 2,997 fail¬ 
ures with $32,197,442 of liabilities. 
Five years ago there were 4,512 
faiiures, with $62,513,926 of . liabili¬ 
ties, in the same three months. 
Business is better this year. 


Treasury receipts during April 
aggregated $45,039,326, an increase 
of $3,500,000 as compared with Apr¬ 
il, 1899. Expenditures were $40,- 
903,927, a decrease of $25,000,000 as 
compared with the corresponding 
month a year ago. 


There were 4,500 miles of new 
railroad builtlast year, as against 
2,219 miles in 1898, and 1,650 miles 
in 1895. 


Lotteries, gambling, bull fight¬ 
ing, dirt and vice are beidg grad¬ 
ually eliminated from our island 
possessions under American rule. 


Care of Sami Honda, 

The more one Improves the drainage 
of a sand road the more deplorable 
becomes its condition. Nothing will 
ruin one quicker than to dig a flitch on 
each side aud drain all the water 
away. The best way to. make such a 
road firm is to keep it constantly 
damp. Very bushy or shady trees 
alongside such roads prevent the evap¬ 
oration of water. 

The usual Way of mending roads 
Which run over loose, sandy soils is 
to cover the surface with tough* clay 
or mix the clay and sand together. 
This is quite an expensive treatment 
if the clay has to be transported a 
great distance, but the expense may 
he reduced by improving only eight Or 
ton feet or half of the roadway.

POULT RY POI NTERS. 

Keep a supply of ground bone and oys¬ 
ter shells where the fowls can always 
get them. 

Do not feed too much at a time nor too 
often of the same article, nor too long in 
the same place. 

Flaxseed meal fed With other feed 
makes fowls look sleek and glossy and it 
helps to clean the skin. 

Millet and sorghum seed make a good 
feed for young poultry, and If used with 
cofhmeal and table scraps will aid in 
keeping the chickens growing at small 
cost, 

A very poor hen will not lay at all; an 
overfat one will lay but few eggs, and 
they will not hatch, while an overfat 
cock is sterile aud not fit to use. Never 
use n deformed or weak fowl for breed¬ 
ing. 

Milk in almost any form Is good for 
poultry. It can he given to young chicks 
and growing fowls as well as to those 
that are matured. It should never be 
made to lake the place of water.—St. 
Louis Republic. .

ECHOES FROM 

• _TH_E SIXTIES. 

Official Report of One of the Most 
Bloody Conflicts of the Civil 
War. 

The following is the official report of 
the Fifth Maine at Fredericksburg, as 
given by Col. Edwards to General John 
L. Hodsdon. It has no.t been revised 
nor re-vamped, but is just as it came 
from the Colonel’s pen just 37 ago to¬ 
day. ' 

Headquarters oth Maine Vols. 

May 9fch, 1863. 

Brig. Gen'i John L. Hodsdon, 

Adj’t Gen’J, State of Maine. 

Sir:—I have the honor to'sub- 
mit the following’ report of the en¬ 
gagements in which this regiment 
has participated in the late move¬ 
ments of the army. 

My regiment broke camp near 
White Oak Church, Va., on the af¬ 
ternoon of Tuesday, April 28, and 
bivouacked near the point selected 
for crossing the Rappahannock, a 
short distance below Fredericks¬ 
burg, at about dark on the same 
day. Brooks’ division, of which 
my regiment forms a part, was to 
cross first in pontoon b oats, and 
capture and hold the opposite bank 
of the river, while the bridges were 
being laid.- 

Everything being in readiness, a 
short time before daybreak, the 
boats were loaded with troops, and 
pushed boldly out into the stream. 
On nearing the opposite bank, a 
volley of musketry was discharged 
from the rifle pits of the enemy, 
killing and wounding several in 
Bussell’s brigade; but’ nothing 
daunted, the boats moved rapidly 
forward, and in a moment the 
troops were landed, and, rapidly 
forming a line, charged gallantly 
up the bank, and into the rifle pits, 
scattering the enemy in every di¬ 
rection. My regiment was among 
the first to cross and succeeded ih 
reaching the opposite bank, and 
formed a line without losing a 
man. It was a bold undertaking; 
not a man flinched, but came gal¬ 
lantly to the work. In an incred¬ 
ibly short time, Brooks’ division 
was all over and deployed in lines 
of battle. The pickets of the ene¬ 
my fell back rapidly, and our skir¬ 
mishers soon occupied the wide 
plain in front of our position. Be¬ 
fore noon, three bridges were com¬ 
pleted, and some batteries brought 
over to assist in holding the posi¬ 
tion. 

No advance was made until the 
morning of the 3rd instant, at 
about 1 o’clock a. m., . when the 
troops were ordered under arms, 
and moved forward to the centre 
of the plain, in front of our posi¬ 
tion, where a line of battle was 
formed, and baited until daylight. 
Upon receiving orders to advance, 
I moved forward by the flank and 
occupied a position at the point 
where the Bowling Green turnpike 
intersects a deep ravine. 

About this time the batteries 
within the enemy’s works opened 
with shell, and were directly re¬ 
plied to by our batteries, announc¬ 
ing that the battle had commenc¬ 
ed. My regiment occupied this 
position until near 7 o’clock, when 
orders were received to move down 
the turnpike to the left of the ra¬ 
vine to the support of a battery, 
which movement was executed in 
good order, amid a storm of shell 
from the enemy’s batteries, but 
Without loss. From this position, 
I moved by the left flank to the 
right and front of the battery 
which we supported and formed a 
line at right angles with, and 
about one hundred yards from the 
road facing the ravine. 

Immediately after this, I was or¬ 
dered by Gen’i Bartlett to move 
forward up the ravine and occupy 
the railroad, eohnecting my right 
with the9Gth Pennsylvania Volun¬ 
teers, who were deployed as skir¬ 
mishers on the right of the ravine. 

As soon as 1 commenced to carry 
out the order, the movement was 
discovered by the enemy, when 
they opened a rapid fire from a 
battery, with sharpneli or grape 
and canister upon us, at a range 
of two hundred yards, thinning 
our ranks at every discharge. 
.Scarcely heeding it, my men push¬ 
ed boldly forward ttp the ravine, 
through a thick undergrowth and 
over broken ground until my right 
had reached the left of the 96th 
Pennsylvania. Here, fell Adju¬ 
tant Geo. W. Bickneli, while gal¬ 
lantly urging on his men, severely 
wounded in the head. 

Upon reaching this point, it was 
found that the railroad was occu¬ 
pied by the enemy in force, and 


that the position was commanded 
by his batteries, and it was deem¬ 
ed imprudent to attempt to gain 
the position. 

* My left companies were thrown 
out as skirmishers and the best 
marksmen employed as sharp¬ 
shooters to pick off the enemy’s 
gunners. A sharp fire was kept up 
here for nearly an hour, when I 
was ordered to retire and occupy 
my last position, on the flank of the 
battery. 

The regiment retired in good or¬ 
der, bringing all the killed and 
wounded off, occupying the. old po¬ 
sition where it remained until 
near 12 o’clock in.. When the 
heights in the rear of the city were 
carried by Howe’s, and Newton’s 
divisions, and firing ceased. The 
loss of my command in this engag- 
ment was three officers and eigh¬ 
teen men in killed and wounded, 
as'folloiys: 

Adjt. Geo. W. Bickneli, wound¬ 
ed severely. 

Capt. Edwd. M. Bobinson, Co. C, 
wounded slightly. 

2nd Lieut. OrenB. Stevens,Co. F, 
wounded slightly.

Upon receiving orders I imme¬ 
diately joined the brigade on the 
turnpike, and moved' forward 
through' Fredericksburg to the 
Heights in rear of the city. Here 
a short halt was made, and then 
we moved forward on the Plank 
Boad, towards Salem, Heights. At 
a distance of about three miles 
from the city, the enemy made a 
stand, and opened five from a bat¬ 
tery, upon our advancing column. 

A line of battle was immediately 
formed, extending to the right and 
left of the road. 

My right rested upon the road 
and supported the 121st New York 
regiment. The line advanced in 
this position until near the woods 
where the enemy were posted, when 

I moved obliquely to the left and 
formed on the left of the 96th Penn¬ 
sylvania regiment in the edge of 
the woods. 

My regiment was now on the ex¬ 
treme left of the line and without 
support. The right of the line had 
already become heavily engaged, 
and the heavy and continuous 
volleys,told us but too plainly,that 
the enemy Were in large force, and 
that warm work was before us.

How to Malce Sussex Pudding. 

Sussex pudding, to be eaten with 
roast meat or mutton, is certainly ex¬ 
cellent. Take three-quarters of a pound 
of flour, a teaspoonful of salt and one 
ounce of dripping; work all these in¬ 
gredients together, then with cold wa¬ 
ter make it into a good, stiff dough, 
kneading it as hard as possible; tie up 
in a cloth, plunge into boiling water 
and cook for an hour and a half; take 
up the pudding, cut it into slices an 
inch thick and roast under the joint, 
basting frequently; turn the pudding 
during this process, so that both sides 
will brown nicely. 

How to Remove Imli From Carpets. 

Dip a clean* sponge in milk and 
sponge the ink spot, cleansing the 
sponge'in clean water before putting it 
again in the milk, so as to avoid smear¬ 
ing it; continue the operation until all 
the ink is removed; then wash the 
milk out of the carpet.

How to Trim a Lamp. 

When trimming a lamp, remove all 
the charred part of the wick by pinch¬ 
ing it off with a piece of paper. Any 
fraying of the wick may be removed 
with a sharp pair of scissors, but It 
should be cut as little as possible.

FOR BETTER ROADS, 


' Proper Supervision, Taxes Paid In 
, Money and Wide Tires. 

There Is great need in this state 
of more intelligent and experienced 
road engineers and supervisors, so as 
to avoid a wasting of money and labor 
in, carrying out worthless plans for 
work. Our people should realize that 
the building of good public roads re¬ 
quires as much training and experi¬ 
ence as does the building of railroads, 
said Governor Russel] of North Caro¬ 
lina. The system of compulsory labor 
on public roads lias been abandoned in 
most enlightened countries. In our 
State it is questionable whether we are 
in a position to adopt any uniform sys¬ 
tem upon this subject because of the 
wide variance of the conditions exist¬ 
ing in the different localities. 

In some places thfe property holders 
are able to bear the road tax, and the 
circumstances surrounding them are 
such as to make it to their interest to

do away with the compulsory system. 
In other localities perhaps the road tax 
would amount to such a hardship as to 
make it impracticable. 

The plan of employing short term 
convicts on the roads has proved eco¬ 
nomical and satisfactory in a number 
of counties in this and other states, 
and the system could be well extended. 
In several states even the long term 
convicts have, with satisfactory re¬ 
sults, been employed in quarrying and 
crushing stone for macadamizing pub¬ 
lic roads, and the material thus pre¬ 
pared has been sold to the various 
counties and municipalities at the ac¬ 
tual cost of preparing it, thus reducing 
its cost one-half or two-thirds. Of 
course no amount of legislation will of 
Itself radically change the existing 
conditions, but perhaps laws providing 
for the working of the public roads 
may be enacted so as to stimulate and 
direct better work In this direction. 

It Is coming to be generally recog¬ 
nized that the use of wide tires on all 
wagons and other draft vehicles will 
greatly aid the keeping of public roads 
in better condition. In a number of 
states laws have been enacted encour¬ 
aging the introduction and use of these 
wide tires, and the results there are 
said to be highly satisfactory. It Is de¬ 
sirable that legislation looking in this 
direction should be enacted In North 
Carolina.

Throwing soft feed upon the ground is 
poor economy. Troughs or smooth boards 
cost little and are hot only much cleaner,, 
but avoid waste of feed. 

Young chickens will eat wheat, when 
2 weeks old, and, as it is one of the very, 
best grains that can be given for growth, 
it is quite an item to feed them liberally 
with it. 

In mating always endeavor to use ac¬ 
tive, vigorous cocks. Do- not select the 
largest and heaviest. Sacrifice points 
for vigor. Mate 1-year-old cocks with 
2 -year-old hens. j 

The best turkeys for breeding are those 
2 years old. If yearling stock be used, 
the earliest hatched males and females 
should bo selected. It is of no advantage 
to hatch them too early.
